The  Prp»ident  has  had  an  interview  with 
the  leyal  Kentuckiana,  in  which,  the  tel- 
egram states  he  Puccessluly  argued  the  nec- 
essity of  the  abolishment  of  slavery.

When  our  communications  were   cut  oil 
and  several  detaclud  Compmies    captured 
by  rebel  guerrillas   last  summer,     the  con- 
fidence of  the  army   in    BiuU     which  had 
been  unbounded  was  shaken.     The  laurels 
which  lie  won  at  6hiloh  he-an   to    fade   at 
Dechored,  and  the    march    to    Pelhati   and 
thence  to  Nashville  d:d  not    revive    them. 
Yet  if  we  had  been  attacked    at  Nashville 
the  belief  would   have     been  that   he  had 
out  wittel  Bragg.
